Acetylen e, as explain ed in the bul­ 
letin , is a colorless, 
tasteless 
gas, 
produced from a substan ce called cal­ 
cium carbide. 
It is ^con siderably less 
poison ous than the coal gas ordin arily 
used for illumin ation . 
When burn ed 
from a suitable burn er, it giv es a 
brillian t, white light, especially adapt­ 
ed to domestic purposes. 
The gas 
Jfiay also be used for cookin g or heat­ 
in g, hav in g about two an d on e-half 
times the heatin g v alue of ordin ary 
coal gas. 
' 
Priv ate lightin g plan ts of the kin d 
described in the bulletin are to be 
foun d in the homes of man y prosper­ 
ous farmers throughout the coun try.
